TELEPHONE USERS! 

THE ISSUES IN THE TELEPHONE 
STRIKE ARE IMPORTANT TO YOU 



We are sony for the inconvenience 
that the telephone strilie is causinsr. 
We made an hone.st effort to avoid 
this unhappy situation. The Union's 
demands, which we understood 
were based largely on a national 
pattern, are prohibitive. Some of 
the Union netrotiators seemed 
shoclced at the amount which 
totaled 827,000.000.00 a year. Facts 
can not be wished away. Our pres- 
ent pay roll is at the proing: rate tif 
.'?.'1f).000,000.00 a year. To increase it 
70 per cent is unthinkable. Th o 
often nuoted ".'512.00 per week in- 
crease," wlien woven into the na- 
tional pattern plus some local ask- 
intrs. actually becomes a pay roll in- 
croasp !tvern.!rinp- .'32.00 per wcclc 
for Mountain States men and 
women. 

Tlierc are more than one hundred 
items in the Union demands besides 
wa.ires. But wages stand out and 
w-ill, of course, have to be settled 
before .any over-all agreement can 
be reached. 

WAGES 

The Company wants telephone 
wages to be good. It thinks its 
wa.ges should compare favorably 
with wages paid generally in this 
area for work requiring similar 
skill and tr.aining. We think this is 
fair to the employees and the only 
fair thing to the public, for labor 
expense is paid from revenues col- 
lected for our services. 

We are continually comparing our 
wages with others, and recent 
studies indicate that they compare 
well— being generally on the high 
side. Any doubt as to the justice of 
our comparisons and conclusions, 
could be settled easily by an impar- 
tial Board of .Arbitration which we 
have proposed. 

By far the largest part of the Com- 
pany's revenues, including toll 
charges, are received from rates 
that are determined in this terri- 



tory. Telephone employees are sub- 
ject to the general living conditions 
prevailing in the communities in 
w-hich they work. The Company 
feels that telephone wages can be 
related and fi.xed on a local area 
basis if they are to be fair alike to 
emijloyces and telephone users. 

M.^NIRRMENT'S THREE 
FOLD RESPONSIBILITIES 

Management wants its associates 
ill the business to have good wa.ges. 
It thinks the present wages, which 
average GO;-per cent about 1941 are 
good. The present fine organiza- 
tion could not h.ave been built up 
without fair and just wages and 
good working conditions. 

Management thinks it has the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that the cost 
of telephone service to the public is 
I'easonable, and that means that the 
cost of furnishing the service is rea- 
sonable. Labor costs now take 65 
per cent of the revenue dollar. 

Management thinks that the .se- 
curity holders who have put up the 
money to build the plant shi^d 
have a reasonable return on their, 
investment. It is their investment 
that make the jobs. There is .about 
.$10,000.00 of plant — building.s, 
switchboards, cables, etc.— per em- 
ployee. A lot of new capital will be 
required in the future. 

It takes all three- workei-s, custom- 
ers, and investors— to keep a busi- 
ness going. 

Our offer to arbitrate is still open, 
as is also our offer to extend the 
present liberal contracts. 

In the meantime we are doing our 
best to give as much service as pos- 
sible. '
